Cyprus.—A new 1-2 piastre stamp is in 
preparation, to be emitted as soon as the pres- 
ent supply of provisionals is exhausted. 


Dominica.—A provisional post card is said 
to be in use; red on white, without stamp. 


FINLAND.—New stamps have been issued 
by the Helmi & Runsala Steam Nay. Co. Those 
bearing “Helmi” are 25 penni, blue; 30 do. 
violet; 40 do. orange; 60 do. green. The 
“Runsala” set are 20 penni, blue; 25 do. lilac; 
30 do. brown; 50 do. green; and 1 mark, vio- 
let. 

FRANCE.—Stamped envelopes and newspa- 
per wrappers have been authorised by law, and 
will soon make their appearance. 

GREECE.—The 20, 30 and 80 lepta stamps 
have been seen without numerals onthe back. 


ICELAND.—A new stamp for general and 
official use has been announced; 3 ore, yellow. 
The following changes in color are expected: 
5 ore from blue to green; 20 do. from mauve 
to blue; 40 do. from green to rose. 

Mexico.—The third stamp of the ’82 issue 
has appeared. The set so far is as follows: 
3 centavos, carmine; 6 do. blue; and 24 do. 
purple. Two new postal cards of the new de- 
sign are in use; the 3 and 5 centavos. 


PErsIA.—Two new values have been seen, 
with values changed to “sharis;” 5 sharis

RAMPOUR.—A new set has been emitted:

SOUTH AUSTRALIA.—A new 1-2d. adhesive 
has appeared; color, green. A mew news- 
band is in use; color, purple. 


St. CHRISTOPHER.—A new value has ap- 
peared; I-2 penny green. 


TURKEY.—A new set of adhesives has been 
announced, The 20 para type of ’79, with a 
large surcharge, has been seen. 


URuGUAY.—A 2 centavos, carmine has ap- 
peared. 


UNITED STATES.—The design of the Gar- 
field envelope stamp is as follows: In the cen- 
tre of the stamp is the head of Garfield facing 
to the left, around this are two circles, 1-4 of 
an inch apart, between which at the topis “U. 
S. Postage,” at the bottom, “5 cents,” and on 
each side is the numeral “5.” The portrait of 
Gen. Garfield is very appropriate for our Inter- 
national stamps, but it seems as though a bet- 
ter design might have been selected. 

Rumor has it that a $2 adhesive stamp will 
soon be issued. 


VENEZEULA.—The following varieties of the 
“Escuela” stamps, to be used for inland pos- 
tage, will soon appear; 5 centimos, green, 10 
do. gray, 25 do. yellow, 50 do. blue, 1 bolivar, 
rose-red, 2 do. violet, 10 do. bistre, 20 do. 
purplish-red, 25 do. black. 

The values and colors of the postage stamps 
will be as follows: 5 centimos blue, 10. do. 
bistre, 25 do. grey, 50 do. green, 1 bolivar, 
violet. 

WURTEMBURG.—A new post card has been 
emitted; 5 pfennig, violet on buff.

A Cherished Relic. 
THE SENTENCE OF DEATH PRONOUNCED AGAINST 
JESUS CHRIST. 


The following is a copy of the most memo- 
rable judicial sentence which has ever been 
_ pronounced in the annals of the world, namely, 
that of death against the Savior—with the re- 
marks which the journal Le Droit has collected, 
and the knowledge of which must be interest- 
ing in the highest degree to every Christian. 
It is the word for word as follows: 

Sentence pronounced by Pontius Pilate, in- 
tendant of the Lower Province of Galilee, that 
Jesus of Nazareth shall suffer death hy the 
cross. ‘ 

In the seventeenth year of the reign of the 
Emperor Tiberius, and on the 24th day of the 
month of March, in the most holy city of Je- 
rusalem, the pontificate of Annas and Caiaphas. 

Pontius Pilate, intendant of the Province of 
Lower Galilee, sitting to judgment in the pres- 
idential seat of the Praetors, sentences Jesus 
of Nazareth to death on a cross between rob- 
bers, as the numerous and notorious testimo- 
nies of the people prove : 

1. Jesus is a misleader. 

2. He has excited the people to sedition. 

3. He is an enemy to the laws. 

4. He calls himself the Son of God. 

5. He calls himself, falsely, the King of Is- 
rael. 

He went into the temple followed by a mul- 
titude carrying palms in their hands. 

Orders from the first centurion Quirrillis 


ion, forbids all persons, rich or poor to pre- 
vent the execution of Jesus. 

The witnesses who have. signed the execu- 
tion of Jesus are: 

1. Daniel Robani, Pharisee. 

2. John Zorababel. 

3. Raphael Robani. 

4. Capet. 

Jesus to be taken out of Jerusalem through 
the gate Tournes. 

This sentence is engraved on a plate of brass, 
in the Hebrew language, and on its sides are 
the following words: “A similar plate has been 
sent to each tribe.” ; 

It was discovered in the year 1280 in the 
city of Aquilla, in the kingdom of Naples, by 
a search made for Roman antiquities, and re- 
mained there until it was found by the com- 
mission of arts in the French army in Italy. 
Up to the time of the campaign in Southern 
Italy it was preserved in the sacristy of the 
Carthusians near Naples where it was kept in 


a box of ebony. Since then the relic has been 
kept in the chapel of Caserta. The Carthus- 
ians obtained, by their petitions, that the plate 
might be kept by them, which was acknowl- 
edgement of the sacrifices which they made 
for the French army. The French translation 
was made literally by members of the com- 
mission of arts. Denon had a fac simile of 
the plate engraved, which was bought by 
Lord Howard, on the sale of his cabinet, for 
2890 francs. There seems to be no historical 
doubts as to authenticity of this. The reasons 
of the sentence correspond exactly with those 
in the Gospel.

Different Values of the Same Coin. 


The prices paid for coins vary according to 
their condition. A coin badly worn may be°* 
worth only its face value; while the same date 
in uncirculated condition may be worth many 
dollars. : 

Poor coins are those which have only part 
of their designs visible. 

Fair coins are those which are somewhat 
worn, but have the greater part of the designs 
plain and distinct. 

Good soins are those which have every 
part plain and distinct, no portion of the de- 
signs, legends or dates being worn from the 
pieces by being in circulation. 

Fine coins are those which, while they have 
been in circulation, show only the slightest 
wear. 

Uncirculated coins are strictly unused, be- 
ing in the condition they were when first issued 
from the Mint, showing no signs whatever of 
the least rubbing or wear. 

Proof coins are those pieces which have 
been coined at the Mint for the use of collec- 
tors, and are strictly unused, having a polish- 
ed mirror-like surface.

Now collectors can be divided into several 
classes :—scientific, antiquarian, artistic, his- 
torical, sentimental,—and _ last, but certainly 
not leastyge/ashionable! To the scientific col- 
lectors are due our great museums of geol- 
, ogy, natural history, medicine, &c.; to the an- 
tiquarians those collections of arms, coins, old 
books, manuscripts, and other relics of a half- 
forgotten past, which we find scattered about, 
more especially upon the continent; to the 
artists the world’s grand galleries of pictures; 
to the historical Nactwin tre --nral i 
which are made interesting to us by their as- | 
sociations with personages and events of old- 
en time. The treasures of the sentimental 
collector, are chiefly valuable to himself—or 
herself—alone; for we cannot say that old 
love-letters, locks of hair, &c., &c., are par- 
ticularly precious to the world in general! 
And with regard to the fashionable collectors, 
things which they patronize, though so eagerly 
sought after at the time, soon go out of fash- 
ion again, and become valueless to their pos- 
SeSsors.. 

But with regard to our favorite pursuit, our 
hobby, in which catalogue are we to place it? 
—are we to call it scientific or antiquarian, or 
artistic, or sentimental, or fashionable? Well, 
I think we shall not be going too far in say- 
ing that it may be placed in a// these catego- 
ries. For instance—the scientific man can 
find something to interest himself in the vari- 
ous machines and processes connected with 
the manufacture of postage stamps; the anti- 
quarian can even now, or at any rate in a few 
years, will find that stamps possess a value for 
him; the artist must have been interested in 
them from the very first; the historian sees 
that they are a very accurate memento of 
contemporary history; the sentimental ones 
can look on them with interest for the sake of 
the persons who oncg handled them; and the |

fashionable collectors value them because— 
well, decause they are the fashion. 

Now I think that the secret of the steady 
success of stamp-collecting lies in the fact 
that it may be made to interest all these va- 
rious people, and this is why we find it in 
vogue in every class and every rank of soci- | 
ety. And so, though one may get tired of it, 
another begins to take it up; in fact, we may 
safely say that there will always be found 
some to take an interest in our hobby. At 
first it was confined chiefly to children, but 
now we find the wisest and greatest are not 
ashamed to make a collection.—[ Philatelic 
Quarterly. :
